2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-19 meet the criteria set forth in PCT Articles 33(2)-(4) for novelty, inventive step and industrial 
applicability. 

None of the citations disclose a method for forming a document set, said document set formed from rectangular 
sheets of the same size and including an envelope sheet and at least one insert sheet, the method including the 
steps of printing the envelope sheet with envelope information, this envelope information including a unique 
code identifier, printing each of the insert sheets with insert information, the insert information including a 
unique code identifier, and collating said envelope sheet and at least one insert sheet to form said document set 
as presently defined. The claims are novel. 

It would not be obvious for a skilled addressee to arrive at the claimed arrangement from the teachings of the 
prior art. 

The claims define subject matter that would be suitable for industrial application. 
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
